But if he refrafn from making 
American -eagie scream and pursue his 
‘Snquiries further he will learn that 
John Bull's postoffice is an express com- 
pany that can give us points, and has 
§ts entertaining features, too. If his 
package does not exceed eleven pounds 
in weight he will fnd- that the postal 
authorities wil) deliver it for him any- 
where in the kingdom safely and quick- 
ly and charge: him much less than he 
would have to pay an American ex- 
press company for similar service. . So 
well satisfied are English folk with 
their government express company that 
their only complaint against it is that 
is does not go in for the business on a 
bigger scale and ‘transmit heavier and 

lkier goods. In view of the present 
agitation on the swbject in America 
Rome acount of how the problem has 
been solved in England and Germany, 
within certain limits, should be of Iin- 
terest to American readers. 

John Bull and Parcels Post. 

It is something like fifteen years ago 
that that much abused old fogey, John 
‘Bull, awoke to the costliness and in- 
adequacy of the service rendered by 
private express compa ties—which he 
calls goods delivery companies—and got 
the government to tackle the business 
by establishing a parcel post. Prior to 
that the delivery of all packages that

could not be sent by letter postage was 
in the hands of private companies, 
which made a lot of money out of it. 
Of course these vested interests, and 
their allies, the railway_ companies, 
fought tooth ahd nail against the inno- 


vation—denounted it as unfair cempeti- 


tion, socialism, and all sort of 


thing. 

But backed up by the long-suffering 
public the postal authorities stuck to 
it. Each year saw the’ service eheap- 
ened, improved and extended until it 
has reached colossal proportions. Hope - 
lessly beaten all along the Hne the 
private companies have ‘almost entire- 
ly abandoned their special fiel@ to the 
government, and confine their work to 
the handling of bulkier goods. 

Parcel’ ddlivery by the government 
while’ you wait—nor is it.very long to 
wait, either—fs now one of the .most 
popular features of the British “postal 
system. Not only do the general public

$60 is obtained and 3! cents extends 
the claim which may be made for com- 
pensation to $600.

Anything Accepted. 

Aside from curiosities sent by 
parcel post, qg very large business is 
done in staple articles of trade, par- 
ticularly foodstuffs. Fish are often 
sent to the large hotels by parcels post 
direct from seaport towns: and their 
freshness is assured, as they are deliv- 
ered the same day as shipped. Fruit, 
vegetables, and eggs in huge quantie- 
ties are sent from -country farms to 
London markets for the same method. 
The postoffice egg business is so large 
that special departments are assigned 
to it, and minute instructions for pack- 
ing and shipment are issued. The post- 
office, however, pays no compensation 
for broken eggs; but it is remarkable 
that the breakage is extremely small, 
provided packing instructions are fol- 
lowd. Kees shipped in boxes 
containing small cardboard divisions. 
Fruit—especially soft fruit—such as 
Strawberries, must be packed in boxes 
in such 8 way that the juice will not 
exude and injure other parcels. At 
Christmas time vast numbers of tur- 
keys are sent by parcel poet. Strange 
to say, many of these birds never reach 
their destination, The reason alleged 
generally is either that the labels get 
torn off in transmission or that they 
are insufficiently addressed. These der- 
elict turkeys find their way to the 
“dead’’ parcels office and are promptly 
disposed of by public auction.

government transmission. 
Railway Companies Fight. 

An immense combination of private; 
express companies, aided and abetted 
by the big railway corporations, has 
combined against the postoffice and 
tried to break up the parcel post busi- 
ness. The postoffice, however, has not 
capitulated to the ring, and seems in 
a fair way to win the fight all along | 
the line. As railway companies charged 
such high rates for carrying govern- 
ment parcels, the postoffice organized 
a very complete system of transmission | 
wagons. Of course, the process was a& 
wasteful one, for, instead of being able 
to send parcels direct by rail, the post- 
office had to send them by two-horse 
wagons which meant that two men— 
driver and mail carrier—were needed 
to each van. 

However, by dint of organization, 
these wagons provided a remarkably 
good service, even to points thirty and 
forty miles away from the metropolis. 
For longer distances the railway get 
their “rake off,’ which makes such a 
big hole in government receipts. °In 
the last two years, however, the gov- 
ernment has been able to trump the 
railway ace; so to speak, by . insti- | 
tuting a motor-wagon service, which 
is really competing splendidly, even as 
to speed, with the railways. Huge 
motor-wagons,especially built for quick 
work, deliver parcels from house to 
house direct in the country districts 
throughout England. Several hundreds 
of these are in operation and many 
others are now being built. By means 
of the motor-wagons, the government 
hopes to break the back of the oppo- 
sition, and eventually compel the rail- 
ways to accept parcels at.low rates, In 
spite of the cost to the government of 
operating thesé opposing. lines, the} 
charges are very low. The average 
rate per parcel throughout the coun- 
try is only 10 cents. The rates charged 
by express companies in America are 
far in excess of those now levied by 
similar English companies. Because 
the latter, owing to the postoffice com- 
petition, have been compelled to lower 
their figures. 

Foreign Companies Served. 

The English parcel post is also avail- 
able for transmission of packages to 
Europe, Australia, Canada. Egypt, In- 
dia and other foreign countries. Of 
course the rates vary according to 
distance. The rate to the continent is 
very low, comparatively, but no house 
delivery is made. The .parcels have 
to be called for at the foreign rail- 
way station, or custom house, as the 
case may be. 

All things considered, the British 
parcel post service is a most excellent

For all dis- 
tances beyond that the charge is. only 
twelve cents,. which is little more than 
half the English rate. 

As in England an immense variety-of 
articles may be sent by parcel post. All 
the leading hotels employ it to obtain 
Speedy delivery of fresh fish. Butter, 
cheese, eggs, farm produce and  food- 
Stuffs generally, except in wholesale 
quantitiés, aré ‘usually sent by mall, be- 
cause the service is cheaper, speedier 
and more efficient than that provided 
by any private company. 

As in England the government allows 
compensation for articles damaged or 
lost In transmission by parcel post, ever 
when they are not specially insured, but 
the amount that can be claim ts limted 
to 25 cents a pound. 

One distinct advantage which the Ger- 
man system has over the English ts that 
it permits of packages being sent “‘C. 
O. D.,” which is a great boon. to shop- 
keepers and public alike. It Is availa- 
ble, too, for the sending of parcels to 
foreign countries. A parcel may be 
sent from Berlin to New York by the 
German parcel post cheaper than it 
would be transported from New York to 
Chicago by any of the private express 
companies operating between these 
points. . 

With both England and German suc- 
cessfully operating parcel post. sys- 
tems, and in the former case despite 
Strenuous opposition from the _ railway 
companies, it is incomprehensible to 
Europeans that America, which claims 
to be the most progressive nation in 
the world, has not inaugurated a sim- 
ilar’ service. The fact that dfstarices 
are vastly greater in America than in 
Great Britain or ———— affords no 
Sufficient reason why the  pusiness 
should be left entirely in the hands of 
private companies. The English parcel 
post system extends over a much wider 
area than is covered by the United 
States, for it @¢mbraces the whole Brit-

BY NEW PORTABLE SYSTEM 
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Herr Meinicke’s New System of 
Compact That the Receiving 


Baek of the Soldier.

Berlin, September 28.—Keenest interest 
and discussion has been aroused in Ger- 
man scientific army circles by Herr. 
Heinicke’s new system of wireless tel- 
egraphy. The new invention is being 
exhibited at the colonial exhibition at 
Friedenau, near Berlin, ang the Kaiser's 
military authorities have made frequent 
trips to the little town to see the dis- 
covery in practica] operation. 

The features of the Hginicke system 
of especial interest to the army are its 
comparative simplicity, its portability, 
its lightness, the facility. with which it 
can be erected in the field, and its cheap- 
ness. The transmitting apparatus and 
the receiving appartus are contained in 
one small case, which can be quite easily 
carried on the back of one man. Its 
total weight Is only nineteen kilo- 
grammes. A complete station, consist- 
ing of this case, the batteries, a fifty- 
foot pole, and a network of -thin wires 
can be handled on the march by three 
men. The pole is made in sections, of

The advantages over the system now 
in use in the German army are obvious. 
The latter apparatus costs $4,000, and 
twelve men are necessary to transport 
and erect it.

Dress Reform Has Made Greal 
Success in Germany,

London, September 28.—For 
years the women of Germany hay 
been making a determined struggle to. 
bring the “Reformkled’ (reform-dress) 
into general use in: that country, and 
their labors have been largely suc- 
cessful. 

Almost every German  Suffragette 
champions reform-dress doctrines. At 
one of the earliest “woman's rights” 
congresses held in Berlin all the dele- 
gates appeared in reform-dress, con- 
sisting of black, high-fitting, shoulder- 
strapped skirts, and loose black silk 
blouses. Entertainments in aid of the 
reform elothing movement are period- 
ically held in various cities of Ger- 
many, when it is common for a com- 
petition to be held, prizes being award- 
ed to the best designs for reform 
dresses. Large associations push for- 
ward the cause in Berlin, Munich 
and Dresden. That the movement, 
which is fundamentally intended to do 
away with the corset, is meeting with 
a large measure of success is evident 
from statistics recently compiled, 
which prove that a marked decline is 
taking place in the number of corsets 
manufactured yearly. 

The following are 
ples which the advocates of reform 
clothing set ufp: 

|. Liberation ftom all pressure upon 
any part of the body. 

2. Diminution of the weight of cloth- 
ing worn, substituting one light, 
warm garment for several heavy ones. 

3. Transference of the weight of the 
clothing to shoulders and hips, leaving 
the waist unburdened. 

4. Cultivation of individuality in 
dress, replacing study of fashion by 
Study of the character and daily life 
of the wearer. 

In Germany the movement as a whole 
is not without its determined opponen s 
not only among conservative women 
who cling to the present style of dress, 
but among medical experts, who ener- 
getically oppose the principle of let- 
ting the weight of the garments rest 
entirely upon the shoulders. This 
principle, they claim, may easily be as 
vi¢ious in its results as that by which 
the clothing depends from the waist 
Specialists for Tung diseases declare 
that where the weight of the clothes 
is borne by the shoulders the latter 
are exposed to continuous mechanical 
irritation, which in time has a marked 
ill-effect upon the lungs. They also 
aver that the reform dress has a harm- 
ful effect upon the muscles of the 
back, since it forces the vertebral col- 
umn into an unnatural position. 

The Anglo-American Medical associa- 
tion of Berlin, a prominent body of 
English and. American medical men, 
also took a stand some time ago 
against the shoulder-strap feature 0! 
the reform dress movement, in so far 
as it tends to promote narrowing of 
the chest.

London, September 28.—Lord Ash- 
town ,the Irish landlord who recently 
had the good fortune to escape being | 
blown up by a bomb which some one! 
exploded under his bedroom, says a 
little thing like that does not disturb 
him a bit. Though whenever he stirs 
abroad in Ireland he is accompanied 
by .four burly guards, armed to the 
teeth and carries a small arsenal on 
his own person, he continues to en- 
joy life to the utmost, according to a 
statement he has just published. 

Lord Ashtown ascribes all his trou- 
bles to the United Irish League, which, 
he declares, is trying to drive him 
from his country. In his statement he 
several times repeats the assurance 
that he is not afraid—but the fact re- 
mains that he is taking no chances. 
His entire Galway estate is patroled, 
he says, by police and a cordon of} 
armed constables. surround his house’ 
as he lies down to sleep. When veh 
ventures from the precincts of his! 
home, even to pick a cabbage or two/| 
(his lordship being an enthusiastic 
gardener), two constables armed with 
regulation army rifles dance in at-* 
tendance, do the lock step in his rear, 
and go through the manual of drill 
every time he pauses. 

But it is when he goes driving that 
“precautions” reach their limit. To 
the uninitiated he must convey the 
impression of some high official review- 
ing a battalion of Irish infantry. Be- 
fore his carriage ride two constables

Increasing Popularity of Cus- 
toms Dodging in England 


Annual Report of the Commission- 
ers of His Majesty’s Customs 
Shows That This Practice is 
Increasing—Many More 
Attempts Being Made 
Annually. 


Special Cable. 

London, September 28.—The fascina- 
ting game of “dodging the customs’”’ 
enjoys gre@ter popularity than _ ever, 
judging by the annual report, fssued 
yesterday, of the commissioners of his 
majesty’s customs. 

During the past financial year the 
number of detected attempts to smug- 


gle dutiable goods was the largest rec- 
orded since 1894-5. 

Nine years ago, in 1899, there was a 
total number of seizures of smuggled 
goods of all kinds of 3,925, and the pen- 
alties recovered amounted to $18,155. 
The seizures comprised 6,115 pounds of 
tobacco and cigars. 

The total number of seizures of smug- 
gled goods of all kinds last year was 
5,497, the penalties recovered amounting 
to $21,900, while the seizures comprised 
11,222 pounds of tobacco and; ctgars. 

The commissioners state that the con- 
siderable increase in the number of 
seizures and of persons fined is due 
partly to the more nfirferous detections 
of eases of iNegal landing of smal! quan- 
tities of tobacco at naval ports. 

What becomes of the excellent to- 
bacco which, to the great grief of many 
ardent devotees of my Lady Nicotine has 
failed’ to “dodge the customs?” 

The commissioners of his majesty’s 
customs are good enough to tell us, al- 


,though the information appears to be a 
‘little outside the duty of the average 


adry-as-dust compiler of blue-books.

“The sound portion of the tobacco 
seized was forwarded in accordance 
with the usual practicé to the criminal 
lunatic asylums for consumption by the 
Inmates, while that unfit for human.

Inside the big oval at 
Shepherd's Bush it would be possible for 
some Titan hand to place the Olympic 
stadium, and yet have ample room for 
the respective arenas of Madison Square 
Garden and the Chicago “colisseum. 
And even then, if the same hand could 
shake the whole rcel, the contents 
would rattle considerably.

stadium. From end to end the com- 
pleted structure will measure a thousand 
feet, and across its smaller axis six 
hundred feet will just overlap its ex- 
tremes. A bicycle track of less than 
three laps to the mile will skirt the 
tiers of seats, and within that a running 
track of three laps to the mile will trace 
the confines of the immense green oval 
in the center. Alo one side of the 
running track, in full view of all the 
spectators, a tank of one hundred meters 
in length and twelve feet in depth over 
its greater part will make swimming’ 
and diving contests e. 

Bald figures give but a poor idea of 
the real size of the projected building. 
Skirt its outer walls and you will have 
covered almost three-quarters of a mile 
of ground and consumed fifteen minutes 
of time at an ordinary pace. Its length 
is longer by a hundred feet than the 
lengest of American city blocks, and its 
width {s greater than the length of any

IN HICH COURT 


Appeal by Stale in the Rail 
road Rate Litigation 


JUDGE PRITCHARD ATTACKED 


State Alleges That the Federal 
Judge’s Decision Was Erro- 
neous, and That He Was Out 
of Order in Declaring 
Law Unconstitutional. 


Washington, September 28.—The papers 
in the appeal of Sheriff Thomas Hunter, 


of Buncombe county, North Carolina. 
against James H. Wood, the agent of 
the Southern Railway Company, who was 
found guilty by a state court in Bun- 
combe county of violating the North 
Carolina railroad rate law, reached the 
supeme court of the United States to- 
day. 

Mr. Wood was indicted and sentenced 
to thirty days’ imprisonment when Judge 
Pritchard, of the United Stateg circui: 
court, intervened in his behalf and dis- 
charged him on writ of habeas corpus 
on the grounds that the rate law was 
unconstitutional. The proceedings, as it 
comes to the supreme court, is in the 
nature of an appeal by the state, al- 
though it is in Hunter’s name, as he was 
in charge of Wood as the executive offi- 
cer of the county in which he was tried. 

In hig petition for an appeal, Hunter 
contends that Judge Pritchard’s deci- 
sion was erroneous in that he assumed 
jurisdiction and admitted testimony to 
which exception was taken. It also is 
declared that Judge Pritchard was out 
of order in holding the law to be un- 
constitutional and in assuming that be- 
cause he had taken cognizance of the 
rate law in a previous case, had control 
of the litigation under that law.

APRERA, Italy, September 28.— 
The smell rocky island of Ca- | 
prera, lying off the coast of Cor: | 

Sica, is a sacred spot to Italian patriot- . 
ism. It is here that the hero Guiseppe 
Garibaldi spent various periods of his | 
dramatic life, where he ended his last | 
Gays, and where repose his remains, un- | 
der a huge granite boulder, rude monu- | 
ment symbolic of the rugged characier | 
of the man who achieved the unity of | 
vUmly. 

Garibaldi, in the course of his wan- 
dering exile’s life, first saw Caprera in 
1849. Five years later, on returning to 
Europe from South America, he again | 
came hither, buying. from an. English 
subject Collins, for $1,200 a strip. of | 
land; on which he lived, like a Robin- 
son Crusoe, in a hut ,sustaining him- 
self on the fish-of the neighboring wa- 
ters. Later he cut down timber on the 
isle, and taking a load of it to Marseil- 
les, exchanged it for building materia!, 
with which he constructed the pres- 
ent homestead of the Garibaldi family at 
Caprera. It was from here that, kept 4 
prisoner and watched over by a man- 
of-war, Garibaldi, one. stormy night in 
October, 1867, escaped in a boat to the | 
ship Beccaccino to renew his strug- 
gies against the pontificial power. Re- 
turning again to the island, after re- 
signing his commend of the army of the | 
Vosges, the hero did not again desert 
it until hig death. 

Red-Shirted Veterans. 

Starting from Leghorn on the small | 
boat, Elba, crowded with old red-shirted 
Garibaldi veterang and other devout 
pilgrims, one passes on the ten-hour | 
journey to Caprera various small islands, | 
including Gorgona and Capraia, jutting 
rocks, mostly famoug for having figure’ 
in the invective of Dante, who wished 
that they might be transferred to the 
mouth of the Arno there to stem up its 
flood so that the poet’s compatriots of 
Florence might be drowned. Further 
looms up BPElba, largest of the Tuscan 
Archipelago, and home also of another | 
hero in the days of his humiliation and 
retreat. 

The proximity of the two isles sug- 
eests comparison between the two heroes 
that occupied them. Both were pris- 
oners in their respective habitations; 
Napoleon at Elba, after having been 
forcibly made to abdicate a throne: Gari- 
baldi after the battle of Mentna. Napol- 
eon employed his days at Elba in pet- 
ty reviews of the small army that the 
-allied powers presented him as a toy, 
reigring in a mock court graced by hi> 
sister Paulina. Garibaldi spent his time 
in agricultural pursuits meditating on his 
country’s welfare until the cause of 
Italian liberty once more called him to 
the field. In Caprera Garibaldi learned 
to love the ideal of internationa] hu- 
manity, that Napoleon, on the contrary, 
plotted to destroy. It is indeed not alone 
to Italy that Caprera is sacred; it de- 
serves to be honored by all who revere 
the spirit of patriotism. 

Caprera lies in the Straits of Bonifacio 
between Sardinia and Corsica. From the 
east it stands forth boldly like a high 
and useless wall. From the west it 
shows a side densely clothed with myrtle 
and lentisk, dropping rapidly from the 
sky-line to sea-level. Nearby, and con- 
nected with it by an artificial isthmus, 
is the island of La Maddalena, the cher- 
ished harbor of Nelson’s fleet during the 
French blockade; now one of Italy's 
strategic points, where one sees fort 
and arsenal and a harbor filled with 
men-of-war, their gay flags waving in 
the breeze.

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DEATH RECALLS 
RIVAL ROMANCE 


Nobleman Was Believed to be 
Son of Napoleon Ill 


Im Order to Purchase the Mother’s 
TAlence the Emperor Gave Her 
the Chauteau of Beauregard 
and the Title of Count- 
ess. 


Special Cable. | 

London, September 28.—The death at 
Chesnay, near Versailles, of the Comte 
de Bechevet-is a‘ reminder of one of 
the romances of the second empire. 

The late count was a son of the fa- 
mous English beauty, Miss Howard, 
afterward Comtesse de Beauregard, 
and he was believed by many to be 
the son of*Napoleon IiL, who certainly 
made him a.count. 

Miss Howard was famous for her ex- 
quisite figure, her beautiful head, and 
features as regular as those of a Greek 
statute. She took the name of How- 
ard, and became the mistress of a fa- 
mous steeplechase rider in London. 

She next enjoyed the protection of 
Mayor Mountjoy Martin, of the Second 
Life Guards, who died as late as 1874. 

At this time her house in London 
was the resort of fashionable men. 

It was there that Prince Napoleon, a 
poor adventurer, met her, and became 
enamored of her. She was wealthy, 
and assisted him with her purse during 
his later years in London. 

When he became emperor she clung 
to him tjgher than ever—too tight to 
please him. But he had been fond of 
her; he was easy-going, and she un- 
doubtedly had documents and letters of 
which she might have made awkward 
use. : 

So, in spite of the hostile critics, 
when Napoleon went to St. Cloud as 
emperor she insisted on rooms being 
there provided for her, too. 

When he decided to marry Mlle. de 
Montijo (now the ex-Empress Eugenie) 
there were some furious scenes with 
Miss Howard. 

To repay her loans and to purchase 
her silence the emperor gave her the 
chateau of Beauregard and the title of 
Comtesse. In addition, up to the year 
1855 she had already received $1!,090,- 
06vU, and she wanted more. 

It was generally believed that the 
Count de Bechevet was Napoleon III.’s 
son, and the only fact advanced on the 
other side is that he is stated in 
French official records to have been 
born in London on August (16, 1842, 
when Napoleon had been for nearly 
two years a prisoner at Ham, after 
the failure of his Boulogne enterprise.

Accident to Automobile on 
Lake of Geneva, 


Gates Across Railway Were Crush- 
eu Like Paper by Powerful Car, 
and With Stunned Chauffeur 
the Car Sped Along 
_to the Waters.

Geneva, September 28—An extraordi- 
nary motor-car disaster occurred at 
the eastern end of the Lake Geneva 
last night. 

The car belonged to M. Claire, a 
wealthy Frenchmen who with his 
chauffeur was driving four friends to 
Montreux by the road which runs along 
between the south of the lake and the 
railways. 

At Bonveret the road crosses the rail- 
way, recrossing again just above the 
town. Of this fact the chauffeur was 
evidently unaware. At any rate the 
car, a large and powerful one, and 
proceeding at great speed in the dark- 
ness, after having safely negotiated the 
first frossing, dashed headlong into the 
closed gates of the second crossing. 

The impact was terrific. The gates 
gave way like paper, and the car sped 
across the railway. As the gates were 
crashed through, however, a plece of 
the flying debris struck the chauffeur 
and stunned him, causing him to en- 
tirely lose his control over the car. 

Thus, with no hand on its steering- 
wheel, and with no slackening of pace, 
the car continued its career across 
country into the water. 


Fortunately there were several spec- 
tators of the disaster, and they prompt- 
ly rendered help, or all the occupants 
of the car must have been drowned. 
As it was, when they wers brought to 
land it was found that four of them 
were seriously injured, two so severely 
that they are not expected to recover.

He admitted that an 
order for 100,000 pairs of horseshoes 
had been placed by the war office in 
America, and he declared that in the 
interest of the economical administra- 
tion of the army he cannot disregard 
sources of supply which are satisfac- 
tory both as regards price and effi- 
clency. 

Mr. Haldane’s reply means that the 
government is prepared to go abroad 
for its supplies if by doing so it can 
effect a small cash saving, neglecting, 
in doing 86, the importance of main- 
taining an adequate plant for the sup- 
ply of war material at home. 

No doubt in time of peace British 
cavalry horses can be shod with Amer- 
ican shoes quickly and economically, 
but {in a sudden emergency the war 
office would be forced to fall back on 
the home manufacturers, whom it {!s 
now assisting to drive out of business. 

No figures have been given by Mr. 
Haldane, but the total value of the 
order cannot have been much more 
than $10,000, and the saving which he 
has effected must consequently have 
veen very small. 

Foreigners Preferred. 

A master farrier in Islington told an 
Express representative last night that 
he saw no reason why American horse- 
shoes showd be used in the British 
army when British provincial firms 
offered such excellent terms. 

“I consider it a scandal,” he said, 
“that Americans who can get their 
goods into England duty free should 
have the preference over British man- 
ufacturers. 

“I do not know if the war office has 
applied for tenders from British firms, 
but I can state that a famous firm in 
Wolverhampton has sold me horse- 
shoes of the finest quality at $70 a 
ton, and even less. It is generally 
calculated that sixty shoes go to the 
hundredweight, but considerably bet- 
ter prices can be obtained, of course, 
on orders for large quantities.

Separation from State Forces 
Struggle for Livelihood, 


Many of the Priests Have . Become 
Watch and Clock-Makers—Oth-~- 
ers Knit Stockings—Many 
Are Photographers and 
Some Artists.

Paris, September 28..M. A. Janne 
publishes daily in the Croix tne result 
of an inquiry that he has peen making 
concerning the reorganization of the 
Roman Catholic church after its separa- 
tion from the state. He gives today a 
conversation with Mgr. Pechenard, bish- 
op of Soissons, whose first care had 
been to insure bread for his priests by 
the establishment of what is called the 
‘denier du culte.” 

Before the separation the budget of 
the Catholic church was about $8,000,- 
000—a little above 20 cents per head of 
the fhhabitants of France. The bishop 
has established the budget of his dio- 
cese on that basis, applying to all the 
inhabitants to contribute 20 cents a 
year for public worship. For the col- 
lection of the “denier du culte” the 
priest is responsible in each parish, and 
there is a central committee composed 
of the vicars genera) and a certain num- 
ber of laymen to control the fund. A 
similar organization exists in all the 
dioceses. 

Nevertheless a large number of priests 
throughout France are already obliged 


to exercise a calling to provide them- 
selves with sufficient money to live 
upon. Several have taken to poultry- 
rearing, like the priest of Castelnau- 
Bretenoux. Others breed rabbits, like 
the priest of Celon, in the Indre. The 
parish priest of Labourgande, In the 
Tarn and Garonne, has already earned a 
reputation for his jams and fellies. 
Many priests have become workmen. 
The parish priest of La Pannonte is a 
turner, another in Averdon, in the Loire 
et Cher, mends bicycles and sewing ma- 
chines. The parish priests of Mayet 
de Montague, in the Allier, and of 
Sierriera, in Corsica, manufacture 
acetylene lamps, and the prtest who of- 
ficiates in the parish church of Mav- 
rages; in the Meuse, is a working lock- 
smith. 

One of the industries most generally 
adopted by the clergy is that of watch 
and clock maker. Seven parish priests 
are already so employed. The parish 
priest of Cavier, in the Gard, !s a tail- 
or, and his colleague in Negron, tn the 
Indre et Loire, is an upholsterer. A doz- 
en others knit stockings and waistcoats, 
while the priest of Hericourt, tn the 
Haute Saone, has become a printer. A 
certain number of priests are book- 
binders, and many are photographers. 
Two parish pflests—one of + Saint Paul 
in the Oise, and another of Magnilles 
Reigenrs, in the Vendee—are artists 
the former painting pictures and the

ing vessel as large as the steamship 
Nicaraguan js_ fortunately ~ rare 
event: but “the legion of the lost ones’’ 
is probably a much larger one than the 


public know. 

Last year, for instance, !|7 British and 
14 foreign vessels were posted as miss- 
ing, the passengers and crews totalling 
1,000. The year !882 was a record year, 
147 sailing vessels and 25 steamers be- 
ing posted; 2,000 passengers and crew 
went with that huge fleet. The Nica- 
raguan is not the first steamer to vanish 
this year, either, for it was only recent- 
ly that hope was abandoned of the fine 
steamer Dulverton. 

Tendency Toward Mysteries. 
Naturally, the ‘‘missings’’ tend ‘to de- 
crease in number amongst steamers, 
owing to jmproved methods of construc- 
tion and increase in individuat tonnage, 
but sailing vessels have the same tend- 
ency as ever to become mysteries. 
There is every year amongst the 
“missings’’ a number of ancient Scan- 
dinavian craft, and the west country 
schooners which take salt to Newfound- 


land. and come back with fish, to swell 
grim total. 
A board of trade 


inquiry !s always 


lheld, to look for more or less probable 


reasons for a mysterious disappearance. 
But, obviously, it is seldom that any 
definite verdict is arrived at. ‘*Tnough,’’ 
added the underwriter, “tne reason for 
the disappearance is often obvious 


jenough to a plain man, only some peo- 


ple are so sensitive that one has to be 
careful of one’s words. And, you see, 
in such cases one can hardly get proof 
positive of negligence.”’

Conditions of employment were also in- 
vestigated. Information was gathered 
from officials, superintendents, foremen, 
mechanics, clerks, nurses, doctors, secre > 
taries of the Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation, railroad engineers and con- 
ductors, their wives and children, and, in 
the fact, every type of resident on the 
isthmus, the negroes included. But in 
no case Was testimony sought or received 
from discharged employees. 

It is clearly recognized that never be- 
fore have there been as good conditions 
In American construction work, but in 
view of the climatic conditions, length 
of time to be consumed in the building 
of the canal and the fact that the gOV- 
ernment should be a model employer, it 
is urged that the surroundings of the 
employees should be made as comfort- 
able as possible. Naturally, more can 
be expected from the government than 
from a private employer with limited 
capital, and restricted by competitive 
conditions.

The Mysterious Okapti. 

(From the New York Sun.) 
TAeutenant Boyd Alexander told the 
Royal Geographical Society in London 
recently how he captured an okap! in 


\Africa a year ago. 


The akapi is a 
variety of antelope and is among the 
shyest of creatures—so shy that few 
African natives have ever seen it and 


no white hunter had heard of it up to 


ithe time a specimen was discovered. 


The okap! taken* by Lieutenant Alex- 
ander could not be taken alive to Eu- 
rope. It was so timid and shrinking 
that it could not thrive in the presence 
of a man, and thenfthe difficulties of 
travel forbade its transportation. Its 
skin is now being. mounted for the 
Natural ‘History Museum of London. 

Lieutenant Alexander said that at An- 
gu, on the Welle-Makua, he first heard 
of the okapi in that regin. «The party 
spent three weeks in the effort to ob- 
tain a specimen. 

They found that its haunts are small 
streams running through swampy

Owing to its restless nature and keen 
hearing the thick foliage of the plant 
on which jt feeds and the perfect se- 
clusion of its foredt retreats the na- 
tives say they are never able to kill 
the okapi with their weapons: it is al- 
most impossible to track it and the few 
speciment they have killed were trapped 
in pits. 

Jose Lopez, a Portuguese’ collector, 
in the employ of Lieutenant Alexander, 
followed a solitary animal for three 
sit@cessive mornings in the  neigrbdor- 
hood of a stream. He observed that 
on leaving the water the okapi always, 
took the same course between two large | 
trees about !00 yards from the stream.

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STRONG AMERICAN FLAVOR 
ABOUT THE LONDON STAGE 


BY HAYDEN 


Special Cable. 


London, September 28.—Possibly the 
present theatrical season in London, line 
its immediate predecessor, will go down 
to history an essentially an ‘“‘Amerfcan” 
one. At any rate, the new year in the 
playgoing world here has opened with 
the transatlantic influence strongly 
marked. The first new play to be given 
was a transatlantic winner—oJnes’ 
“Hypocrites,” and in another fortnight 
we shall have “Sweet Kitty Bellairs’”’ 
at the Haymarket. Moreover, of the 
two important productions of the present 
week, one has an American star in the 
person of Maxine Elliott, while the other 
boasts a heroine from the land of the 
dollar. 

The last mentioned piece is Seymour 
Hicks’ new offering, ‘‘The Gay Gordons,’ 
and most people who are familid® with 
its author's methods confidently expected 
that in addition to its transatlantic cen- 
tral figure, the piece would te supplied 
with several of the latest American 
songs, renamed, slightly rewritten and 
interpolated without the slightest ac- 
knowledgement to their authors. But 
this time Hicks appears to have resisted 
temptation, for, so far as my knowl- 
edge goes, there is not a single stolen 
American dit#y jin “The Gay Gordons.” 
With this actor, however, one never 
is certain, for I remember being assured 
by an American friend that his “Mr 
Chamberlain’ song in “‘The Beauty of 
Bath,” which every one here supposed 
had been written by Hicks, actually 
came from America, like ‘‘Cheyenne,”’ 
which was utilized in the same piece, 
and originally eulogized some popular 
ido] at home. 

Perhaps he erred in being virtuous this 
time, for what “‘The Gay Gordons’ badly 
needs, at present, is a few of exactly 
the kind of songs that the American 
authors upon whom Hicks generally bat- 
tens have the trick of writing. Evident- 
ly Guy Jones, who has set the new 
piece to music; is not another Ivan 
Caryll or a Lionel Monckton, and lilt- 
ing melodies are ‘‘to seek’ in his score. 
But apart from this defect—which can 
easily be remedied when the pie¢ce crosses 
the Atlantic—‘‘The Gay Gordons” reaily 
is capital and will crowd Frohman’s 
Aldwych theater for a long time to 
come. 

True, it ig the old bag of tricks which 
has peen reopened at the Aldwych. But 
this time Hicks has made the time-worn 
materials serve him uncommonly we!l 
and deserves full credit for deft work 
as author, producer. and actor. Let us 
be grateful to him, likewise, for an 
Amvtrican heroine who is just a lovable 
girl (without even much of an accent) 
instead of the monstrosity which com- 
monly results when a British @vriter at- 
tempts to draw a yankee damsel or an 
English actress essays to represent one, 
Hicks’ wife (Ellaline Terriss) plays the

part of Peggy Quainton, of New York, 
and make this American heiress quite 


charming, while William Lugg, who 
takes the part of her millionaire father, 
is likewise unobjectionable, limiting his 
“Americanism’’ to a broad-brimmed hat 
and an occasional “‘bully’’ or ‘‘gee.”’ 

But talk about impersonation! Th's 
favorite device of the musical comedy 
writer is pushed to its uttermost limits 
in “‘The Gay Gordons,’’ the hero, heroine 
and practically all the other important 
characters having masqueraded as some 
one else before the end is reached. 
Peggy Quainton, the American. girl, be- 
gins-it by swapping clothes with a gipsy 
and making the latter impersonate her 
at a big party which her father, Andrew 
Quainton, who has leased Meltrose cas- 
tle, is giving that evening. Thig action 
of Peggy's is taken with a view of dis- 
covering the motives of several young 
aristocrats who are to be at the ball, 
but who have not yet been presented to 
her, for the yankee helress dreads for- 
tune hunters. In fact, she ‘“‘bars” al! 
titles so far as matrimony is concerned, 
and declares that she will return to New 
York “either as Miss or plain Mrs.”’ 

You will not need to be told that her 
act has unexpetted results. Nor will you 
be surprised to learn that there is an 
unknown helr to the Meltrose estate 
lurking about in the person of Angus 
Graeme, a private in “The Gay Gor- 
4ons,” and that he falls in love with 
Peggy, whom he supposes to be a gipsy. 
But all this is very charmingly man- 
aged and the first act ends with Graeme 
discovering that fie is the real earl of 
Meltrose and heir to goodness knows 
how many thousands of pounds per an- 
num. Now, however, there is the Amer- 
ican girl’s insuperable prejudice against 
a title to be dealt with (it really is a 
terridle thing, this prejudice!) and most 
of the second act is taken up with the 
young eari’s attempts to conceal hig rank 
from his flance until he can marry her. 

To this end he changes uniform with 
one of the officers of his regiment, anc 
Peggy, who has discovered the trick, to 
punish him dresses up as her own proth- 
er and reads him a lecture, and there 
is all kinds of pother. Finally, however, 
Peggy discovers that Angus didn't know 
he was an earl when he first made love 
to ‘her, and this makesg all the difference, 
and so there Is a ‘‘Scotch marriage” ir 
the gloaming, and—curtain! When the 
curtain is raised again the stage is quite 
deserted save for a little Cupid, seated, 
victorious, on the castle steps. 

You will enjoy “The Gay Gordons,” I 
think, At the Aldwyc Hicks, who 
revels in this sort of thing, piles on the 
sentiment to an extent that few Ameri- 
can audiences would stand for, but Lon- 
don likes that, too. However. he has 
written uncommonly good parts for EI- 
laline Terriss ana himself, in which 
American piayers will be able to shine. 
And though the scene is Scotland, there 
{fSn't a “ho@t’’ or a ‘‘laddie# from. start 
to finish! 

Oddly enough, there ig quite a curious 
similarity between ‘‘The Gay Gordons” 
and H. V. Esmond’s ‘‘Under the Green- 
wood Tree,’ produced this week at the 
Lyric theater with Maxine Elliott in the 


principal part. No one, not even th 
actors, Knew quite what to make of thé 
piece, but everybody manifestly enjoyed 
it, and enjoyed the stately beauty of 
the American actress. The play seems 
to have been written around her and 
nicely calculated to show off her beauty, 
and she takes full advantage of it. She 
is pictured as a millionaire orphan, pes- 
tered to distraction with demands for 
charity and proposals of matrimony. She 
} flees from it all and buys a gipsy’s van, 
,and lives in the woods with her sarcas- 
tic secretary, rhapsodizing over -the 
flowers and the birdies, following tne 
simple life on sardines and lobsters, and 
arrayed in gipsy clothes when she isn’t 
in @ particularly chic Parisian bathing 
costume. The young squire en whose 
lands she trespasses comes to drive off 
the interloper and remains to adore. He 
is knocked on the head by tramps, who 


steal the solid silver accessories of her 
simple life. She is rescued by her sec- 
retary, nurses the wounded squire and 
before the curtain falls, has promised to 
marry him. 

Unless Miss Elliott misinterpreted Es- 
mond’s intention, it would appear that 
he was in earnest when he wrote her 
part, and that he had his tongue in his 
cheek when he wrote the other parts. 
especially that of the secretary; whic’ 
is full of witty satire. It is rather puz- 
zliing when a play is irresponsibly fan- 
tastic and impossible and mocking atone 
moment, and mild, realistic melodrama 
the next moment. Mary Jerrold, who, 
I believe, is a granddaughter of that 
distinguished man of letters, Douglas 
Jerrold, and who has ‘been practicaily 
unknown to the London stage hitherto, 
made a marked success of the part of 
the secretary. 


Greater Navy. 

Apropos of an article in the current Broad- 
way Magazine on the need of a_ greater 
American navy, by Edwin Wildman, former 
vice and deputy consul at Hongkong, and 
special commissioner to the Philippines, Ad- 
miral Coghlan writes an iilluminative letter 
which is printed in the Broadway’s editggrial 
pages. Among other things the admiral hae 
this to say: 

‘‘Naval officers are always looked upon as 
prejudiced advocates, and our people are apt 
to take their piain statements of the needs 
of the service as personnel pleas for aggran- 
dizement. But 1 thoroughly believe that the 
service at large simply has the benefit of 
the country at heart. For this reason the 
navy has long advocated increasing the num- 
ber of the ships. Naval officers can never 
be satisfied until we have a battleship for 
each one of the states. This, our country cam 
easily afford, and when that day arrivea, 
peace -will be assured beyond all peradven- 
ture. 

“‘At present I see no signs of war in the 
very near future, but we should never rest 
easy, never shut our eyes to the possibilities 
of war, and we should always keep in mind 
the fact that as a general rule wars arise 
most unexpectedly and from what originally 
appeared to be very slight causes. 

“The great length of time required by our 
shipbuilding establishments to put a first- 
Class battleship in condition for war, as cOmeé 
pared with the time taken by some other 
powers to accomplish the same result, makes 
it imperative that our building program 
should never falter; never a year should pass 
without the authorization of at least four 
first-class battleships and the necessary aux- 
{lia ries, 

“From @ complete study of the problems 
involved, the Philippines offer us the ideal 
@rategic base for the defense of our Pacific 
coast and islands, and as the number of our 
vesseis are increased and enable us to carry 
out a proper scheme of naval defense, in my 
opinion, the time has come when its adoption 
is necessary, and the fleet for our protection 
in the Pacific should be sent to its base of 
operations—the Phillppines—as soon as pos- 
sible, not as @& menace to any one, but as 4 
part of the general scheme which we think 
necessary for the proper assurance of peace 
and the protection of our varied interests."’

As is well Known, 
this organization has ‘accom- 
plished much good in educa- 
tional and civic affairs since its 
foundation, and this article by 
Miss Sarah Converse, vice pres- 
ident of the Georgia branch, 
will no doubt be read with wide 
interest. 
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By MISS SARAH CONVERSE. 

How shall we reach and save the de- 
linquent children of our great cities? 
This question, so vital to the welfare 
of our country, has been most effective- 
ly answered in the George Junior Re- 
public near Ithaca, N. Y. The plan of 
this community, which is absolutely 
unique, has proved its practicability by 
the results. 

The originator of this plan is Mr. 
George, a former detective in New 
York city. Coming in contact with the 
children of the slums through his work 
as a detective, his sympathy for them 
became thoroughly aroused. For sev- 
eral summers he used his vacations to 
take some of these children into the 
country. It was during these vacation 
trips that Mr. George was brought into 
contact with the hard problems which 
confront workers with this class; and 
the solutions reached then have formed 
the basis of the present remarkable or- 
ganization. 

Two Important Expedients. 

The boys proved the greatest annoy- 
ance to the farmers in the neighbor- 
hood, stealing their fruit and destroy- 
ing property. All punishment proved 
ineffective till Mr. George hit upon the

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expedient of forming the boys into a 
sort of informal court to judge and 
punish delinquents. An immediate im- 
provement in the conduct of the boys 
was the result. : 

Still another problem, however, forced 
itself upon Mr. George. Theclothes of 


many of the children were ragged and 
dirty. Friends who had been interested 


sent boxes and barrels of clothing to be 
gZiven away to the children. Soon the 
workers found that the children de- 
manded these gifts as their rights and 
the spirit of getting all they could for 
nothing became prevalent. To meet 
this difficulty, -Mr. George ruled that 
no child should receive anything for 
which he had not paid in work. These 
two principles, born of necessity, lie 
today at the basis of the George Junior 
Republic. 

Gradually the work broadened, friends 
were raised up, and a miniature village 
filled with ‘‘citizens’’ from !10 to 20 
years of age isthe result. Then 
comes the question,“Who are these cit- | 
izens, and why are they here?’ 


Not a Reformatory. 


The republic is not in any sense of 
the word a reformatory, but many of| 
the children would be in a reformatory | 
were it not for the existence of this} 
institution. . Children who have com-|} 
mitted all kinds of crimes are sent here 
from all parts of the union, A boy who, | 
when he was only !2 years old, mur-|! 
dered a man, is now one of the most, 
respected and-influential members of | 
the community. Then, many homeless | 
little waifs from the great cities are! 
sent there. There are also some who 
have proved unmanageable at home and | 
have been sent there voluntarily by | 
their parents. 
and two hundred childrn in the repub- 
lic, and in addition an ever increasing | 
number who have left the home and | 
become useful citizens in the outside | 
world.

The companies offered @} 1[-2 
cents east of the Missouri and 43 1-2 
cents west, but the union refused to 
accept the compromise, as it embodied 
scarcely any change in conditions al- 
ready existing.

Transit. 

Although. New Yorkers are prone ta 
declaim constantly about the slowness 
of elevated and* subway trains, and the 
inadequacy of so-called ‘rapid transit,” 
‘the fact remains that they are tne fast- 
est in the world for city travel, says 
the Broadway Magazine. 

One can ride on the “L’’ 
miles, with forty-two stops, 
more than an hour, or one can make 
the length of Manhattan by thre sub- 
way in half an hour by using the ex- 
press. 

New York, ‘too, has a service that is 
not surpassed by any city in Europe. A 
condensed review of the street transit 
facilities of London, Paris and New 
York shows ‘that London _has onrmi- 
buses running from 8 a m. to midnight, 
the ‘“‘Underground” in operation from 6 
a. m. to midnight, and the ‘““Tube’’ car- 
rying passengers between the hours of 
6 a. m. and ! a. m.: that: Paris has 
omnibuses traversing her streets from 
7 a. ™. to’ midnight and the’ subway 
running’ beneath ‘hem from 5 a. m. to ! 
a. m.; and that New York has the trol- 
ley, the elevated railroad and the sub- 
way in active operatiOn during every 
hour of the day and night. 

It will readily be seen, therefore, that 
‘the inhabitants of the American metrop- 
olis erjoy’ far greater advantages in 
the matter of rapid transit than do the 
people of any other city in the world.

A PRACTICAL COTTON SCHOOL. 


The ten-day cotton school, to be inaugurated next January by President 
Andrew M. Soule, of the new state agricultural college, should mean a great 
deal in the way of dollars and cents to the farmers of the state, as well as 
to the general business interests of Georgia. 

Held in the between-season interval, when the farmer has most leisure 
at his disposal, the sessions of the schoo] should attract planters of all 
ages trom every portion of the state. 

Such practical topics as the study of cotton soils, the discriminate use 
of fertilizers, needs of the plants, rotation of crops, improvement of the 
quality of cotton by seed selection, ciiltivation and other methods, and the 
' profitable handling of by-products will be discussed and demonstrated in 
plain fashion by experts of state and national reputation. 

One feature alone of the session would justify the plans now making. 
We refer to instruction to*be given all applicants regarding the grading of 
cotton. Ignorance in this direction is one of the factors largely responsiblle 
not only for the cultivation of inferior, therefore low-priced cotton, but for 
the occasional helplessness of the farmer in securing the best price for his 
staple at the marketing season. 

Agricultural colleges in the northwestern states have experimented with 
this plan of short-session instructions for farmers of all ages, and the lec- 
tures have been marked by the attendance of men whose gray hairs were 
evidence that they had not grown dogmatic with ‘egard to the absorption 
of profitable knowledge.

Automobiles and Good Roads. 

The automobile has solved one of 
the problems of good roads, but it has 
created others. A new difficulty has 
arisen which challenges the best in- 
ventive skill. 

Twelve years ago the automobile, 
as we know it today, had just made 
ite appearance. This year there are 
in use in the United States nearly 
one hundred thousand motor vehi- 
cles of various kinds, from the mono- 
cycle, bearing one man, to the six- 
cylinder touring car which will carry 
e whole family. | 

The popular enthusiasm for rapid 
transit in the cities has thus cooper- 
ated with the need of the great agri- 
cultural population of the country in 
the development of public highways. 
Road building has received a great im- 
petus. More and better avenues of 
trave] are constantly being opened 
up and improved. 

But an evil has just come to light. 
Automobiles driven at conservative 
speed benefit the roads and help to 
pack them down, Above a certain 
speed, which differs according to dif- 
ferent styles of paving, they prove 
harmful and destructive. Flying 
wheels suck up the dust and small 
particles of stone, from the roadway 
and cause it to be scattered over the 
tields or left on the roadway to form 
a coating of mud or be washed away 
during the next rain. 

Roads paved with gravel or macad- 
amized are suitable for vehicles hav- 
ing iron tires, but they will not bear 
the strain put upon them by the 
speed-mad automobilists. Asphalt or 
concrete on country roads will prove 
too expensive for general use. The 
romedy must be found in the use of 
some material which will cover the 
surface of the roads and prevent the 
paving materia] from being displaced. 

The method of relieving this condi- 
tion that has been tried with success 
in the Metropolitan Park system of 
Boston and on the*streets of Jackson, 
Tenn., is treating the roads with a 


preparation of coal tar. This not only 
lays the dust, but protects the road

SOUTHERN COTTON FIELDS 


(From The Manufacturers’ Record.) 

The world knows that it is dependent 
upon the south for its supply of the 
raw material with which to keep tn Op- 
eration the 122,000 spindles which are 
now at work and to clothe mankind. 
With such a monopoly, fully as great 
in its far-reaching importance as 
would be that monopoly on coal and 
iron which we have suggested, with 
the world's demand for its cotton in- 
creasing more rapidly than ever in the 
past, would it not be the heighth of 
business folly—practically business sul- 
cide—for this section not to demand of 
the world a full and profitable price 
for its great staple? And yet a full 
price, higher even than what cotton is 
commanding today, is not Dy any 
means exorbitant. It is absolutely cer- 
tain that the world could take the 
south’s cotton crop at !5 cents a pound 
and pass it into consumption just as 
readily when once adjusted to that. basis 
as it did at six or seven or eight cents 
a pound. Low prices do not always 
guarantee consumption, and what we 
call high prices do not always prevent 
increased consumption. The cotton spin- 
ners of the world became so actum- 
tomed to the starvation prices prevall- 
ing between 189! and 1!902, when they 
ranged from an average of six cents 
for a full year, In 1896-9. to a little 
less than nine cents in other years, 
that sometimes they seem to have en- 
tirely overlooked the fact that there 
were only two periods of low prices in 
the history of cotton. Prior to i839 
cotton ranged very generally from 12 and 
i$ cents to 40 cents a pound. In 1[839- 
40 there came a rapid drop from 13.36 
cents as the average for the year down 
to 1844-5, when cotton averaged tn New 
York for the year only 8.63 cents per 
pound. For two or three years it fluc- 
tuated slightly, but rose again [tn 1!849- 
50 to 12.34 cents, and ran at an av- 
erage of about !2 cents until the be- 
ginning of the war in !86!. After four 
years of war cottop averaged, for 
1865-6, 43.20 cents pef pound, continu- 
ing to command for some years large- 
ly over 20 cents, and not until! 1876 did 
it go as low as an average of 13 cents. 
The average for the whole period from 
1800 to 1876 was probably over 15 
cents a pound, but at these prices cot- 
ton found a ready market, so there 
was no inability,, because of high prices, 
to consume ft. Even in 1859-60, nearly 
50 years ago, when the material prog- 
ress of the world was trifling as com- 
pared with the present, and when popu- 
lation was so far short of what It Is 
today, the cotton mills readily consum- 
ed 4,860,000 bales at an average New 
York price of !t! cents. Based on the 
increase in population and itIn ‘the 
world’s consumpting ability, Instead of 
our crop being only a little more than 
two and a half times what ft then 
was, it ought to be three or four times 
as great, arid still find a market a: as 
high prices as then ruled. During the 
low-priced period which closed with 1902 
the south lost money on cotton grow- 
ing. Here and there a farmer could 
make a smal! profit at these low figures, 
but as a whole the south sitmply wast- 
ed its energy in giving ‘o the world its 
great staple at less than ft cost to 
produce. 

The Manufacturers’ Record believes 
that such a condition will not again 
occur. It belfeves the south has come 
to such a realization of the potential- 
ities of cotton and to such a realiza- 
tion of its own strength and of its own 
ability to turn from cotton growing to 
other equally profitable pursuits that 
never again will its great staple over 
any length of years he permitted to sell 
except at a good profit to the producer. 

e Manufacturers’ Record, which 
three years ago first suggested the com- 
ing of the spinners of Burope to take 
part in an international cotton spin- 
ners convention, and which at that 
time pointed to the great value to the 
cotton trade of the world by such a 
close acquaintanceship of the spinners 
of Europe and America with the grow- 
ers of the south, rejoices that so many 
of the leading cotton manufacturers of 
the old world aré to see for themselves 
something of the resources of this 
world’s cotton-growing center.

vation, of picking, of ginning, of baling 
and marketing this, the most royal 
staple of earth; this, the most priceless 
heritage which a beneficent Creator has 
ever given to any people on the face of 
the globe.

: Knoxville, Tenn., September 28.—The 
state supreme court today held the 
Pendleton law to be _ constitutional. 
This statute, enacted by the Tennessee 
legislature last spring, makes manda- 
tory the abolition of saloons in all 
cities in Tennessee of 100,000 inhabi- 
tants or less, “hereafter incorporated,” 
it being an amendment to the socalled 
Adams law, which inhibited saloons 
in all towns of 6,000 or less popula- 
tion. 

It is a virtual extension of the “four 
mile law” to all cities in the _ state. 
Under the proyisions of this law the 
same legislature repealed the charters 
of the cities of Knoxville, Bristol, 
Clarksville, Columbia and Jackson, and 
enacted new charters, which by virtue 
of the Pendleton law's provisions, pro- 
hibit saloons within the cities’ boun- 
dary lines. After November |, saloons 
will exist in Tennessee only in Mem- 
phis, Nashville, Chattanooga and La- 
follette.

Palmetto State Is. Far Removed: 


from Radicalism, 


GREAT VALUE OF ITS CROPS 


Cetton and Corn Crops of South 
Carolina Are Worth Over #100,- 
000,000—Largest Southern 
Cotton Manufactur- 
ing State. 


Columbia, 8. <., September 28.—(Spe- 
clal.)\—Perhaps some of South Caro- 
lina’s alleged spokesmen have given 
persons of other sections, dependent 
upon such spokesmen for impressions, 
warrant for a misconception of condi- 
tions in this state. It may be true 
that South Carolinans are subject to 
Periodic “spells,” but certainly the 
Palmetto State is well over the politi- 
cal convulsions that made it conspicu- 
ous a dozen or more years ago. She 
is free from the faintest influence of 
socialism or populism, and is far re- 
moved from radicalism. 

And there {fs little likelihood of a rad- 
Excepting Georgia, the con- 
dition of cotton In this state is the 
best {n the country, and the estimated 
yield of 1,200,000 bales fg expected to 
fetch the grower $72,000,000. The oil 
mills will pay the cotton farmers an- 
Other $8,000,000 for the cotton seed 
making a total of $80,000,000 for one 
crop. While South Carolina has on 
three occasions won the world’s con- 
test for corn production to the acre, 
not much attention has heretofore been 
given to corn cultivation. This vear, 
however. 50 per cent more corn than 
ever produced before has been grown. 
Credit for much of the increase is due 
to a new method of Planting and cul- 
tivating, known as the “Williamson 
plan,’”’ whereby the yield is doubled and 
trebled on light lands. The value of 
the corn crop is $22,000,000. 

While the trucking industrv shows 
marked and continuous development 
while tobacco srowing has tncreased in 
importance, and rice Planters are more 
cheerful than for years, the two prin- 
cipal farm products in a state with 
less than 1,500,000 people. are worth 
$102,000,000, or fully- $68 per capital. 
The net profit from those two crops 
this year will be not less than $25 for 
every man, woman and child, black and 
white, in the state. At the same time, 
South Carolina is the largest cotton 
manufacturing state in the _ south, 
standing second in the union. Her 
mills will consume this year about 700,- 
000 bales of cotton, the raw material 
being worth, at prevailing prices, $45,- 
000,000. 

It is not surprising, therefore, that 
the people of the Palmetto State are in 
peaceful and cheerful mood. Nowhere 
is there less friction between the 
races; indeed, about all that is hgard 
here of such strife is what sifts in 
through reports of speeches delivered 
from the lecture platform in other sec- 
tions of the country.

The board commissioned by the legis- 
lature to ‘“‘wind up the affairs of the 
state dispensary” has concluded its 
labors. It has followed a constant trail 
of graft, but the track of individual of- 
fenders are so well covered that it is 
uncertain whether prosecutions will be 
gone into, It will probably never be 
known whether South Carolina lost one 
million or three millions dollars 
through the operation of these grafters. 
But the dispensaries taught a lesson 
about “government ownership” that 
will not be forgotten in a generation. 
It was the only instance, state or mu- 
nicipal, where South Carolinans have 
attempted, through a government, to 
control any busiress. The dispensary 
got inte politics at the outset, and 
corruption and mismanagement were so 
glaring that finally, in spite of Senator 
Tillman’s taking the stump in advo- 
cacy of the system, it was overthrown. 

This is the first state to establish an 
immigration department for the en- 
couragement of select immigration. And 
Americans are more welcome than for- 
eigners.

Depression af Market Attributed 
lo Roosevelt, 


That Is, Sellers Fear That on His 
Trip the President Will Advo- 
cate Extension of Powers 
Against Corpora- 
tions. 


New York, September 28.—Stocks continued 
to decline today and the volume of the sell- 
ing was augmented over that of yesterday 
and the day before. The principal motive 
avowed for the depression felt -by the sell- 
ers Was the fear of the consequences to spec- 
ulative sentiment of the coming series of 
public addresses to be made by President 
Roosevelt on his journey through the west 
and south. It ig supposed that the sub- 
stance of these addresses will be given over 
largely to advocating the extension of powers 
and measures against corporations. ‘The 
selling continued to give evidencee of a pro- 
fessional origin for a large part of it, but 
the fall {n prices hed the usual consequence 
of dislodging weak accounts and of inducing 
some liquidation by the sentimental effect 
on holders of securities. The bank statement 
was weak and was made the occasion for 
some of the selling. The clearing house 
banks report an increase of something over 
@ million dollars in government deposits held 
for the week.

Comment on Ban . Statement. 

New York, September 28.—The Financier 
will say: ‘‘Last week’s official statement of 
the New York associated banks showed a 
much smaller decrease of cash than was ées- 
timated upon the basis of the _ traceable 
movements of money. The loan expapsion 
was moderate, as also was the reduction in 
reverse requirements and, therefore, the de- 
creasé in surplus was such as need cause 
apprehension of monetary stringency. More- 
over the operations of the week were some- 
what of an exceptional character. The de- 
crease in cash, as officially reported, was 
$3,216,000; the estimates indicated a loss of 
52@ millions and the difference between 
the offictal and the estimated amounts was 
probably the result of the average system, 
withdrawals by fnterior banks being largest 
after the middle of the week. It may be 
noted, too, that public deposits in local 
banks increased upwards of a million dur- 
ing the week and this will, in part, explain 
the discrepancy in the cash,items. Deposits 
decreased $1,829,900 and the required reserve 
against general deposits was thereby  re- 
duced $457,475; deducting this sum from the 
loss of cash as above, left $2,758,525 as the 
decrease in surplus reserve to $5,646,757. 
Computed upon the basis of deposits, less 
those of $31,613,400 public funds, the sur- 
plus is $18,549,925. Loans were expanded 
$2,772,500. Considering the fact that the 
temporary loaning of deposits of corpora- 
tions that were placed with banking institu- 
tions, preparatory to the October disburse- 
ments of interest and dividends, was pre- 
sumably large, this expansion of loans may 
be regarded as not excessive. The daily av- 
erage of bank clearings for the week was 
$234,000,000, against $263,000,000 in the pre- 
vious week; clearings on Saturday reflecting 
Friday’s business, were $256,357,000.’’

stitutions to save negro walfs: 


-“*The heathen are at your doors,’ is 


literally true of the south today. There’ work for them. 


are hundreds and thousands of little 
negro waifs, strays, practically  or- 
phans, in our cities and towns. They 
meet us at every turn in the streets, 
-théy haunt us about our homes, they 
harass us about our chickens and 
other things they can pick up; they 
are coming in collision with the white 
boys in rows or teaching each other 
meanness in their playing together.. 
These little stray negro girls are 
sources of vice for the white boys, and 
are growing up without thought of 
work and to Live by the price of sin. 
“They are (filling our recorders’ 
courts. The stockade sometimes has 
ethem as young as eight. The count? 
convict camps get them a littie later, 
and their education fs finished in the 
state camps or on the gallows. Ne- 
gro criminals are increasing in the 
Union in a very rapid way, and it: is 


no disgrace, but often a badge of hon-' 


or, to haye been in the convict camps. 
The whites don’t expect any better of 
some of them, don’t treat them as if 
they were disgraced, and many of the 
negroes don't even think“of the pos- 
sibility of its being a disgrace. 
“Every negro who goes througgh the 
etreet education, the high school of the 
recorder’s sentence, and the college of 
the state convict camps, damns every 
human being he touches by his influ- 
ence. It generally comes on the street, 
‘for there they learn idleness, 
“witted crime, and everything that is 
‘vile. It is seldom that the country ne- 
gro boy gives any trouble to the world. 
“Speaking with the Rev. B. J. Bridges 
of the Georgia Colored and Industrial 
orphans’ home, of Macon, I asked him 
if he could approximate how many 
of the street waifs or strays, or child 
vagrants there were fn Georgia. He 


said he had studied Macon pretty caré_, 


fully and he thought there must be 
‘probably 200 or 300 in that city, and 
ymany times that many in Atlanta, and 
the larger southern cities. 

“This is a tremendous problem fac-

negro is wanted. Mr. H. N. Hurt said 
to a friend: \'The Georgia Electric

“The children of these country ne- | 
groes in town will grow up street 
waifs and strays and are constantly | 
adding to the flabby-muscled, work- 
hating, crap-shooting, drinking, worth- 
less fellows who are an ever-increas- 
ing menace to our; southern women and 
our civilization. 

“Many of these jstreeet strays never 
knew a father and hardly know their 
mothers except bythe basket she 
brings home from the ‘white man’s 
house’ after they have gone to bed. 
They don't Know. a mother’s love or 
training (poor as it might be) on Mon- 
day or even Sunday, and they are 
growing up without one particle of 


quick- 


care and are almost obliged to grow 
up to be vild and rogues, and every- 
thing mean. They see the white chil- 
dren happy with their parents and the 
sight rankles in their hearts until 
hatred of the whites fires their brains. 


Is Problem Overstatedt 
“Does the above overstate the prob- 
lem? Those who know the facts will

tell you it understates it. If you need | 
but to get out of your accustomed | 
pathway home, open your eyes to seé. 
and you will soon be convinced.

for a real reformatory for even her 
white boys, and the little negroes 
must wait a long time. 

“What can be done? Let .southern 
white men, who understand the ne- 
gro, undertake a state movement in 
cooperation with two or three worthy 
movement started by the negroes, 
and have one or two large farms where 


sent. Let this farm be under Rev. 


Mr. Bridges, who has succeeded so well 
at Macon, or some other such negro, | 
and let them take these boys and girls | 
before they become real criminals and | 
rear them to good, honest workmen, | 
like many of the country negroes. 

“Let them teach them to do hard | 
work and to do it well, and save ait 
many as is possible. | 

“I think this same body of whites | 
ought during the years to locate other | 
such farms as the need may be and 
have such supervision of the work 
that the southern people will know 
the work is worth giving to. The 
movement is already begun by Dinah 
Pace and Mattie Bates at Covington, 
the former having had large success; 
by Rev. Bridges at Macon, and possibly 
others. 

“In their poverty they are trying to 
save a few out of the tremendous 
number of their race from ruin. Their 
hearts are in an agony as they see the 
ruip before them. Do not the south- 
ern people see that this ruin is more 
to them than even the negroes them- 
selves? Do we not see that we are, 
losing probably our best (immigrants) 
laborers in the cotton fields? Do w 
not see that these waifs if neglect 4 
further will terrorize our women, 
farms, our industries? ma 

“As one of the orphan home workers | 
for the 3,000 Georgia white orphans | 
we were asking Georgians to work for 
and knowing something of 
the negro orphans I want to ask Geor- 
gians of commanding position to Og- | 
ganize such an industrial movement 
for the state and in the meantime let 
us help Bridges at Macon, Dinah’ Pace 
at Covington, and other worthy works. 

“A huge problem? Yes, but ene the 
south must help to settle or we must. 
suffer severely in years and genera- 
tions to come.” 


SOUTH AMERICA — 
SORE ON HAGUE 


And Also on the Attitude of 
United States at Con- 
PTeSS, 


New York, September 28.—General 
Rafec! Uribe, of Columbia, soldier, law- 
yer and diplomat, has arrived in thi# 
city from South America, where ° he 
has been on a diplomatic mission from 
Colombia to Ecuador, Peru, Brazil, Ar- 
gentine and Chili. 

He was one of the Colombian del- 
egates to the Pan-American congress at 
Rio Janeiro, and he said, in reply to 
a question as to the opinion in South 


'America of The Hague conference: 


“It is in general pessimistic. It is 


lbelieved in Argentina that the good ef- 


fect of Mr. Root’'s trip, regarded as gen- 
erous and friendly, has pneen countract- 
ed if not nullified by the politics of’ the 
North American delegation ai The 
ague, and that following the _ senti- 
ments inspired by that eminent states- 
man, there is evident again the old mis- 
trust. This was caused especially by 
the ‘bossy’ manner in which the dele- 
|\gation presented tthe Drago doctrine, 
particularly in its second form.

The first was Signed by 
State Senator C. D. Drewry, secretary 
of the grand lodge of Masons anu Qresi- 
dent of the Newspaper Com,Jany, 
breaking his s‘lence of five days regard- 
ing the vouchers for $6,000 paid him tn 
ten monthe last vear by First Vice Pres- 
ident A. B. Andrews, 0G the Southern 
railway. 

Drewry says that two vears ago, then 
owning an interest {n the paper, he 
approached Andrews and asked him how 
he would like to see a large afternoon 
paper in Raleigh. Andrews replied that 
he would like it, as The News and Ob- 
erver had never treated him or the 
Southern fairly, showing personal anl- 
mosity against both, and he insisted on 
an {impartial paper. 

Big Sums Laid by Andrewna. 

Andrews said he could not take any 
stock, but would give advertising to 
the value of thousand dollars 
upon the paper gublishing the sched- 
ules, special notic€é and such chHppings 
from other papers a.ome mightesie- 
nate, the editorial depar. nent to he left 
entirely to the editor. Dre yry says the 
paper was then enlarged. and that al! 
this was before he had any idéa of be- 
ing state senator. In April of last vear 
Andrews paid him a Southern ratlway 
voucher for $2.000, which was turned 
over to Business Manager George PB. 
Crater, and posted to the credit of The 
Evening Times, and that In August of 
last vear Andrews again sent another 
voucher for $2,000, which was similarly 
handled, as the books show: that late 
fin January. last, after Drewry was in 
the senate Andrews again gave him ar- 
other like vougher for the same sum, 
which the bank.

Washington, Septémber 28.—The ad- 
dress of the bishop of London at a 
great gathering at Continental hall and 


the election of members of the interna-! 


tional council of the organization were 
the features of today’s session of the 
twenty-seventh annual session:of the 
Brotherhood of St. Andrews. The del- 
egates were received by 
Roosevelt at the white house this after- 
noon. ‘The president also entertained 
at luncheon Right Rev. Winnington In- 
gram, the bishop of London; Silas Mce 
Bee, and Chaplain Anderson, of the 
bishop’s suite, and Secretary of the In- 
terior Garfield and Assistant Attorney 
General Cooley were also guests. . The 
address of the bishop was mainly hue 
morous. 

The influence for good of man over 
his fellows was the theme of his in- 
formal remarks, and he said that the 
force of unconscious influence he had 
found to be greater than conscious ef- 
fort. In fact, he said, he always “made 
a mess of it’ when he went out delibe- 
erately to influence any one. 

The Bishop Used Slang. 


He had many times been invited to the 
United States to address the brother- 
hood and at one time had been offered 
$500 and all expenses to come. That 
offer, he said, gave hima great idea of 
the solvency of the brotherhood. He 
said he was in great fear during 
talk of pressing the button that would 
release one of the three addresses he 
had arranged to deliver tomorrow. He 
is the principal speaker at the great 
open-air meeting tomorrow. 

In his talk the bishop uséd modern 
slang phrases which he admitted he 
had picked up on this side of the Ate- 
lantic. 

“That your influence shall be unques- 
tioned,” he said, ‘‘you not only must 
have nothing up your sleeve, but Obe 
viously there must be nothing up your 
sleeve. There must be no suggestion of 
cheating or jockeying and no under. 
hand methods. 

There Must Be No Frills. 


He referred to an incident connected 
with a gift of a book to Bishop Satter- 
lee on the occasion of his recent visit to 
London. Addressing the bishop of 
Washington, the bishop of London said: 

“Shall I inscribe this to ‘Henry of 
Washington?’ ” 

Whereupon, according to the speaker, 
the bishop of Washington replied: 

“By no means. My people will think 
I am putting on frills."’ 

He declared that the world over the 
people you want to reach will not 
stand for a person having too good an 
opinion, of himself. 

“To have a good influence over people 
you must. be absolutely straight,” said 
the bishop. “And right here let me say 
that that seems to be the leading char- 
acteristic of your splendid president. 
Since arriving yesterday I have had three 
or four hours of the most delightful 
conversation [~ ever had with any one in 
my life. 

Delegates at White House. 

Announcement was made that the next 
meeting of the brotherhood in Englanu 
would pe held July 2 to 6, inclusive, 
1908, at Oxford university. 

During the afternoon members of the 
various councils were chosen, and  spe- 
cial meetings held by the brotherhoodj 
in the United States and the Dbrother- 
hood in Canada. The delegates later 
visited the white house and were re- 
ceived by President Roosevelt. 

Bishop Satterlee, of the diocese of 
Washington, this evening gave a dinner 
of London, 
who is a house guest. Included in the 
dinner party were a number of the noted 
prelates ffom abroad and this countrv 
who are here in attendance upon the 
convention of the brotherhood. A re-

Norfolk, Va., September 28.—Mrs. Hen- 
ry Holmes and Mrs. U. G. Munsell, of 
Springfield, Mass., delegates to the con- 
vention of Bible students of America, in 
session here, were run down by a Nor- 
folk and Western switch engine in this 
city tonight almost within sight of their 
husbands and instantly killed. 

No headlight was on the tender of 
the engine, nor was there a flagman on 
the running board as the train backed 
out of the Merchants’ and Miners’ ware- 
house across Main street. The crew d*- 
clare they heard no screams and Saw no 
one although eyewitnesses say that the 
women shrieked for help at the top of 
their voices. Caught by the brake beam 
of the tender, their clothing became en- 
tangied in the rods and they were 
dragged for several hundred yards. Their 
bodies were found a few feet apart. 

It was a pathetic sight. Recognizing 
the body as that of his wife, Mr. Mun- 
sell gave a groan and then ran to tell 
his friend, Mr. Holmes, of the accident. 


Passing the body of Mrs. Holmes, he 
hurried toward “the foot of Jackson street. 
where he met Mr. Holmes. The latter 
was greatly overcome and was prevented 
from jumping into the dock the police.

PLOT BETRAYED BY WOMAN 


When Chicago | Sherif?’ Learned of

Chicago, September © 28.—Frank J. 
Constantine, recentiy sentenced to life 
imptisonment for’ the murder of Mrs. 
Louise Gentry, was hurried to the pris- 
on at’ Joliet today under a heavy guard. 
The authorities had been warned that 
an’, attempt - would ‘be made. to’ rescue | 
him from the county jail, and deter- 
mined to take no chances. 

Early today he was brought before 
Judge Kavanaugh and, although Con- 


stantine’s leading attorney was out of 
the city, the court compelled the attor- 
ney who appeared for him to take up 
the motion for a new trial. The argu- 
ment was brief. Judge Kavanaugh de- 
nied the motion and immediately passed 
sentence. Constantine was then taken 
back to the jail and hurried to Joliet 
on the first train. 

Sheriff Strassheim today received an 

anonymous letter, from a woman, say~ 
ing that a plan had been formed to 
free the prisoner, and that the escape 
of two men from the jail within a 
week was a part of a plot to free Con- 
stantine. She declared that one of the 
guards was a party to the plot, and 
said that her husband was also ifnter- 
ested. -She declared that if the plan to 
rescue Constantine in this city failed it 
would be attempted when he arrived at 
Joliet. 

The authorities today denied that any 
undue haste was exercised in tne case 
of Constantine, but {ft is known that 
the anonymous letter was recetyed to- 
day, and the prompt measures taken to 
get the prisoner out of the jail and into 
the penitentiary gave strong color to 
the story.

This will be done 
through the press bulletins that will be 
issued by the college and through a 
school of correspondence. 

It is the purpose of the staté college of 


agriculture to issue once a month what 


will be termed a press bulletin, and for 
the dissemination of the knowledge con- 
tained in these bulletins the press o* 
the state will be relied upon to do tht 
work. The officers of the state college 
of agriculture will furnish much infor- 


mation in these bulletins and also furnish 


epecial information, such as editors may 
ask for. 
The college of agriculture, through its 


ataff of instructors, will endeavor to an- 


swer all kinds of queries pertaining to 
agriculture, animal husbandry and hor- 


ticulture that may be addressed to it. 
As it is impossible for the staff with 


the limited finances at ita command to 
reach many sections of the state, it is 
the hope of the college to build up a cor- 
respondence course with the farmers of 
Georgia.

Southern Railway Will Transfer a 
Large Part of Chattanooga Of- 
fice Force to Atianta—Gen- 

e Shake-Up Along the 
Line Is Predicted. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., September 28.— 
(Special.)—General Superintendent H. E. 
Hutchens, of the western district of the 
Southern railroad, today gave out sev- 
eral changes that will be made ag a be- 
ginner in the second step of the policy 
of retrenchment adopted by the South- 


ern. 

The Chattanooga division, which ‘was 
established Jan. |, last,and the Moores- 
ville division in the northerndistrict have 
been abolished. The Chattanooga 4di- 
vision is merged into the Knoxville and 
Atlanta divisions, while the Maoresville 
dfvision is merged into the Winston-Sa- 
lem division. 

The changes take effect October I. 
H. P. Pelter, superintendent of the 
Chattanooga division, is transferred to 
the Nashville division, succeeding C. C. 
Hodges, who will be transferred to some 
other point from Nashville, not yet 
designated. FE. M. Newell, of the 
Mooresville district, is transferread to 
the Rock Hill division, succeeding W.

NO WIDE DIFFERENCE IN TAXA- 
BLE VALUE AND THAT UPON 
WHICH FREIGHT CARRIED. 


CENTRAL OWNS SOME 
MILEAGE NOT TAXED 


Freight Rates Are Made Upon a 
Basis of the Entire Mileage — its 
Tax Assessments Cover Only the 
Taxable Property—Colonel Lawton 
Discusses Bill Filed by the Rail- 
road Protesting Against New Pas- 
senger Rates—To Defend Suits 
That Might Be Brought Would 
Mean Bankruptcy. 


(From The Savannah Press.) 

Recently there have peen published 
in a number of the papers of the state 
figures showing the valuations placed 
on the railroads for taxable purposes, 
and the alleged valuations on which 
their rates are said to pve made In 
the case of the Central railroad the fig- 
ures showed that it was assessed at a 
valuation of about $20,000 a mile for 
taxable purposes and that its freight 
and passenger rates were baged on an 
— valuation of about $39,000 a 

e. 

“The statement is inaccurate and mis- 
leading,’’ said Colonel A. R. Lawton, 
first vice president of the company to- 
day. “If it was correct it would simply 
show that the tax assessment of the 
road is net at 100 per cent of its value. 
‘Let him that is without sin cast the 
first stone.’ 

“The Central railway operates 1,670 
miles of road owned and leased, in 
Georgia on which it pays taxes, and 
over 250 miles under lease from the 
Augusta and Savannah, and Southwest- 
ern railroads, which are exempt from 
taxation under irrepealable ancient 
charters. Its tax assessments cover 
Only the taxable property. Its’ rates 
are made and its business done on the 
whole property, taxable and not taxa- 
ble. Any comparison of the two, there- 
fore, that conceals this fact is man- 
ifestly untrue and unfair. 

“In the bill which it has filed in the 
United States court at Atlanta to en- 
join the enforcement of the 2 !-2c 
maximum passenger rate it has set up 
values not only for the property cov- 
ered by its tax returns, but also for 
the exempt property and for some other 
property which is used by it and as- 
sessed against others, all being operated 
by it. The value which it nas claimed 
for its taxable property is $21,000,000, 
which in round numbers is exactly the 
Same as its tax assessment. It has 
claimed a minimum value for the other 
property of $9,000,000, making the to- 
ptal minimum value Of property and 
franchises used in Georgia $30,000,000.

Precedents Quoted. 

“This action is jin line with a great 
many precedents in the supreme court 
of the United States,” continued Col- 
onel Lawton, “The new Georgia com- 
mission law, however, has sought to 
prevent this testing of rights of rail- 
roads as property owners, by taking 
away from the commission and tfte ai- 
torney -general the duty of enforcing 
the law, and committing it solely to 
the governor; and the demurrer filed 
by these officials on September 16. 
claims that the governor alone can en- 
force the law, and that he could not 
be sued; that even if they were con- 
fiscating property, there was no way 
by which they could be stopped; that 
even if they had not the right, they 
had the power to confiscate ft until] the 
railroads could persuade them to stop 
it, and that the railroads must grin and 
bear it. 

“The railway then filed an amend- 
ment to make the governor a party, 
not only claiming that he is not ex- 
empt from suit, but producing cases 
from the supreme court of the United 
States, i!n which injunctions against 
governors have been clearly upheld, on 
the ground that when they undertake, 
even in the name of the state. to vio- 
late the supreme law of the land—which 
is the constitution—they are mere tres- 
passers and will be prevented from un- 
lawfully depriving a property holder of 
his property, or a citizen of his rights. 
This amendment distinctly disclaims any 
effort to sue or enjoin the state, but 
alleges that the governor, if he inter- 
feres with the railway company by fore- 
ing it to carry passengers at confisca- 
tory rates, will be himself a wronge- 
doer and acting in defiance of the two 
constitutions which he has sworn to 
sustain. ? 

Protection Is Asked. 7 

“All provisions of «he federal] constt- 
tution undt hich protection tgs claime- 
ed are also cyntained in’the Georgia 
constitution, which further provides tn 
distinct terms that aN acts contrary 
to the federal ‘constitution are null and 
vold, and must be so declared by the 
courts. : 

“There being no restraining order 
and the court not yet having passed on 
the motion for injunction, the Central 
has put the reduced rates into effect, 
as it cannot run the risk of the pen- 
alties and prosecutions which {t would 
incur, each separate charge of over 
2 1-2 cents a mile constituting as it 
does a separate and distinct offense, 
subjecting it te a five thousand dollar 
penalty, besides criminal prosecutions 
for each case.

Then 
he took a large dose of opium, but 
again he was thwarted. 

He made a third attempt last hight 
by throwing himself from the second 
floor window of Mme. Vardesse’s flat. 
Once more his luck was out, for he fell 
on the cushions of a passing motor- 
car, and escaped with only a slight in- 
jury. 

He was taken to the police station, 
where he explained why life had be- 
come such a burden to him. 

“Mme. Vardesse howls too much,” 
he said. “She howls all day long, and 
I want to die to get out of it.” 

Mme. Vardesse expressed sympathy 
with Tin Si Hu, and promised to send 
him back to China.

BRIGADIER GENERALSHIP 
STIRS UP STATE TROOPS 


There is a right merry little contest ir 
progress over the office of brigadier gen- 


eral of the nationa] guard of Georgia, 
for which two well known Atlantans 


are candidates, 

Under the new military law, which 
goes into effect on October I, the priga- 
dier general in command of the Georg!1 
troops will ibe elected by the field offi- 
cers of the various regiments. The elec- 


tion has not yet been called and will 
not be until after that date, but just 
when it will be held ig at present a mat- 
ter of dowbdt. 

The only two known candidates so far 
are Colonel Clifford L. Anderson, com- 
manding the Fifth infantry regiment, 
and Colonel W. G. Obear, at presen* 
inspector general of state troops, bu’ 
goon to be under appointment by the 
governor, quartermaster general. 

The contest. which went along rather 
quietly for a while, has waxed rather 
warm. 

It was generally reported that the pres- 
ence in Atlanta on Friday of Colonel 
G. A. Gordon, commanding the First in- 
fantry, Savannah, was in some way con- 
nected with this race. Colonel Gordon 
was in conference during the day both 
with Adjutant General A, J. Scott ano 
Governor Smith. He also talked witn 
both candidates for the office of briga- 
dier general. 

Colonel Gordon said he had come to 
Atlanta to discuss with the military au- 
thorities certain features of 
military law, a strict construction off 
some features of which, he said, would 
prove a hardship on the troops of the 
state. 

When asked about the position of brig- 
adier general, he said he. did not care 
to discuss it, and would not further thar 
to say he considered a contest for this 
position unfortunate; that the brigadier 
general, in his opinion, should be elect- 
ed by unanimous vote, and that it had 
been his preference that the dffice should 
gO to one of the state’s retired officers 

Asked if he expected to become a can- 
didate himself, he replied that was a 
question which under present conditions, 
he could not well be expected to an- 
ewer. 

When it became apparent that none of 
the available retired officers would seek 
or accept the position, the two Atlanta 
candidates appeared.

nel Gordon, a warm friend of Colonel 
Anderson’s made the statement that he 
was confident Anderson would win if 
Gordon did not #et into the race. He 
seemed to think tnsre was a probability 
of the Savannah man’s becoming a can- 
didate. 
Colonel Obear’s friends claim as he 
thing now stands he has a majority of 
the votes practically pledged to him and 
that he can win unless Governor Smith 
should prevent his continuing in the 
race, as he could do by refusing to give 
the appointment of quartermaster gen- 
eral to the brigadier general. 
Opponents of Colonel Obear are set- 
ting up the claim that one man should

not be allowed to hold both these posi- 
tions, one of which fs salaried and the 
other honorary. It is alleged that this 
view of the case has been presented to 
Governor Smith and that he has been 
urged to take a hand in the matter, 

On the other hand, it is said there is 
nothing in the law to prevent the holding 
of poth positions; that it Is a common 
custom in the United States army to de- 
tail one officer to the duties of a position 
different from that whith he ordinarily 
occupies, and that an officer connected 
directly with the militia would have more 
time to give to the position. 

Friends of both candidates have writ- 
ten letters to all of the field officers in 
the state, as it is these who votes will 


elect. 

In the meantime some interesting de- 
velopments are promised in the near fu- 
ture, and it is in prospect that the race, 
if anything, will grow considerably 
warmer than it now is.

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PURE FOOD LAW 
TO BE ENFORCED 


Inspector P. A. Methvin Will 
Begin His -Inspection 
October 1, 


Tuesday, October Ist, the pure food 
law of Georgia, which went into effect 
on August Ist, but inspection on which 
was suspended until] October Ist, by 
Commissioner of -Agricuiture T. G. Hud- 
son, will become rigidly operative and 
will be strictly enforced. 

Out of deference to the country mer- 
chants of the state who Were heavily 
stocked with foods and feedstuffs which 
come under the registration clause Of 
this law, the department saw fit to put 
off the inspection until the last named 
date. Beginning, however, Tuesday, In- 
spector P. A. Methvin will send to tne 
state chemist samples of all foods and 
feedstuffs. He is. completing a tour of 
the state instructing the merchants and 
manufacturers on the operation of the 
law, so that there can be no excuse for 
infraction when the law is enforced. 

It is required by the department that 
all foods and feedstuffs shall be regis- 
tered and the contents plainly printed, 
the foods tagged and on each tag there 
shall be placed an inspection stamp and 
the food or feedstuff analyzed by the 
department.

The Tennessce Squadron, 

There can be no doubting that for the 
Past three years the Tennesseans have 
“had it on” the navies of their rivals 
from Alabama. Georgia and South Caro- 
lina. Prior to that Clemson would have 
heen very glad to have disputed the 
matter with the Tennessee teams. Still 
previously the University of Georgia had 
had her fling and still further back in 
history Auburn and Alabama both had 
had a season of unfettered joy. But that 
is, indeed, ancient history, while this 
article is supposed to dabble in “‘fu- 
tures.”’ 

As Tennessee has been strongest for 
the past three years, so she appears to 
to be again in 1907. Though all think 
Vandy will have to take a seat a row 
or two further back, it seems certain 
that Sewanee will go fully as many rows 
to the front as Vandy can possibly fall 
back.

the team has had no actual tests 
against an autside team (tnings don't 
look any too alluring at Cambridge. 
Among the Harvard students there is a 
feeling that the coaches are not Sse- 
rious enough. The most striking ex- 
ample of ‘this occurred one day 
week when not a solitary member of the 
board of coaches appeared on Soldier's 
Field to instruct the men. Furthermore 
not even the captain of the team knew 
the whereabouts of a single coach, INnis 
occurrence in the light of Coach Crane’s 
announcement that he intended this 
year’s practice to be more pleasure 
than work probably explains much. or 
the pessimism which pervades the foo'- 
ball situation at Cambridge. It is Sus- 
pected that Coach Crane intends. to 
adopt this policy in ‘the: hope chat it 
will find favor with President Eliot and 
the board of overseers who last year 
came within a hair's breadth of abolish- 
ing football and all other forms of in- 
tercollegiate athletics at Harvard. 

While this method of coaching may ove 
agreeable to the university authorities 
t is far from satisfactory to the play- 
ers and the student and alumni bodies. 
It is all well enough to minimize the 
importance of winning games. It is true, 
of course, that ethically football] shouid 
be played for the sport itself. But it is 
foolish to disguise the fact that human 
nature demands that teams play to ths 
limit of their skill and that they shalt 
exhaust. every honorable means to win. 
If the Harvard coaches are working 
with any other idea in mind they might 
as well withdraw their team from !n- 
tercollegiate competition. It Is certain 
that this idea can find no sympathy in 
this day and generation. ~

The Cow Tree as a Hefuge. 
(From The Baltimore Sun.) 


The threatened Increase in the price of milk 
and the continuous discussion by the health 
peome of its purity have brought forth the 
Suggestion that the people of Baltimore get 
their milk and cream supply from cow trees. 
Butter is also expensive, and it is said that 
the butter churned from cow tree cream is of 
the finest creamery variety, such as now sells 
in Baltimore for an astonishing price. Turn- 
ing to the Encyciopedia, that ever-present 
help for the ready writer, we find that the 
cow tree’is a name given to a number of 
species of trees of different natural orders, 
the bland, milky juice of which is used in- 
stead of milk. They are al] natives of tropi- 
cal countries. Some of them belong to the 
natural order of Moracea, which is French 
for shorthorn; others to the order of Artocar- 
paceae, or Channel Island cow tree. Of this 
variety the Galactodendron utile is the most 
famous. This long word is French for Jer- 
sey cow tree, commonly called in Spanish 
countries the Pola de Vaca. This fine breed 
of cow tree grow& most vigorously in the 
mountain pasture lands of Venezuela. Some- 
timés in the uplands not a shower moistens 
its leaves for several months, and yet the 
faithful tree never fails to yield its regular 
supply of milk day by day. Sunrise ts milking 
time, and having been accustomed to that 
early hour, it refuses to let down its milk, in 
full flow at any other time. At sunrise, there- 
fore, the natives, carrying their milk pails, 
are seen hurrying to the cow trees for the 
morning's milk. However dry the season, 
when the trunk is pierced there flows from 
it a coplous supply of rich, sweet milk. If 
allowed to remain a short time in a vessel, a 
thick, rich, yellow cream rises to the sur- 
face, from which the finest quaHty of cream- 
ery butter is produced. 

The idea is to introduce the cow tree to 
Baltimore along with a few thrifty bull 
trees of the most approved strains, and a 
iarge number of calf trees. A cow tree its to 
be planted In the back yard of every resi- 
dence, and a spigot fixed into the trunk. All 
that will be necessary in milking such a cow 
wi Iibe to turn the spigot at sunrise, when 
a copious flow of milk will be procured, and 
thus will Baltimore become entirely indepen- 
dent of the milk wagon. The cow tree is gen-
